A telegram was received by Frank 
Voss from Huntington, West Virginia 
this morning that Fred Jefferies had 
•hot himself. 
The message gave no 
particulars, and it was feared that the 
shot was fatal, but a later message to 
Mr. Voss stated that Mr. Jefferies was 
alive, and it was believed that he 
would recover. 
The message stated 
that he was too weak at that time, to 
be questioned, but no further inform­ 
ation was given except that he regret­ 
ted what he had done. It is thought 
the shot migfet have been accidental. 
The surgeon with whom Mr. Voss 
talk ed over long distance telephone, 
said that the bullet, which was of 
small caliber, was evidently directed 
towards his heart, but glanced up­ 
ward. 
Mr. Jefferies was not strong 
enough to enter intocon\ersation with 
the phy sician who k new no particu­ 
lars. 
Mr. Jefferies went to Huntington a 
short time after Christmas to accept 
a position as traveling salesman with 
the Crane Medicine Company . 
He 
was employ ed as civil engineer on the 
B. & O. S-W., for several jears, but 
was compelled to resign that position 
because of ill health. He has a mother 
and sister living in this city . 
He has 
many friends here, who hope that he 
may speedily recover.

Henry L. Gaiser, of this city , is per­ 
haps one of the oldest mark et gardin- 
ers in Indiana, both in point of age 
and experience. 
He came to Sey mour 
in 1862, shortly after the break ing out 
of the civil war. 
This was forty -eight 
y ears ago and Sey mour was then a 
town scarcely ten y ears of age and 
with a population of little more than 
Crothersville has now. 
He purchased 
a small farm of about forty acres of 
Meedy W. Shields adjoining 
Sey ­ 
mour on the south. 
For this he paid 
$100 per acre, which look ed pretty 
high for that time. 
Later he purchas­ 
ed more land adjourning and he now 
has a farm of sixty acres which is 
well situated and is worth several 
thousand dollars more than it cost. 
He has gradened and cultivated fruit 
trees ^continually ever since coming 
here in fact has been engaged in the 
same business almost continuously 
since at the age of fourteen y ears he 
appreticed himself to learn the busi­ 
ness. 
He is a native of Baden Germany 
and was born July 15, 1830. 
He left 
Germany in 1852, the y ear the first 
lot9 were sold in Sey mour, “ and spent 
two y ears in France, where he work ed 
at his occupation. 
In 1854 he immi­ 
grated to America. 
After spending 
one y ear New York and Pennsy lvania, 
he came to Richmond, where he re­ 
mained some time. 
He then went to 
Henry County , where he remained two 
y ear, and in February 1862, he came 
to Sey mour, where he engaged in his 
present successful 
business.” 
The 
same y ear he was marrried to Maria 
Barnaby , a native of England, who 
died several y ears ago 
The weather i9 never too cold or 
too hot for Mr. Gaiser to be seen on 
the streets* with his wagon early and 
ate and although he is nearing four 
score y ears of age he bids fair to fill 
his accustomed place for several y ears 
to come.

Some heavy floes struck the 
bridge tak ing out some of the braces 
and damaged the bridge considerably . 
The train from Terre Haute which 
arrived here Thursday morning re­ 
mained here until this morning and 
went back as the early morning train. 
It was thought that it would be nec- 
cessary to transfer passengers at the 
wreck this morning but by the time the 
eastbound train arrived the bridge 
was ready to allow train to pass 
over.

Washington, Jan. 14.—President Taft 
today sent the following message to 
congress: 
To the Senate and House of Repre­ 
sentatives—In my annual message I 
reserved the subject of the conserva­ 
tion of our national resources for dis­ 
cussion in a special message. 


Great Public Concern. 


There has developed in recent y ears 
a deep concern in the public mfnd re­ 
specting the preservation and proper 
use of our natural resources. This has 
been particularly directed toward the 
conservation of the resources of the 
public domain. 
The problem is how 
to save and how to utilize, how to con­ 
serve and develop, for no sane person 
can contend that it is for the common 
good that nature’s blessings are only 
for unborn generations. 
Among the most noteworthy reforms 
initiated by my distinguished predeces­ 
sor were the vigorous prosecution of 
land frauds and the bringing to public 
attention of the necessity for preserv­ 
ing the remaining public domain from 
further spoliation, for the maintenance 
and extension of our forest resources 
and for the enactment of laws amend­ 
ing the obsolete statutes so as to re­ 
tain governmental control over that 
part of the public domain in which 
there are valuable deposits of coal, of 
oil and of phosphate, and In addition 
thereto, to preserve control under con­ 
ditions favorable to the public of the 
lands along the streams in which the 
fall of water can be made to generate 
power to be transmitted in the form 
of electricity many miles to the points 
of its use, k nown as “water power” 
sites. 
The investigations into violations of 
the public land laws and the prosecu­ 
tion of land frauds have been vigor­ 
ously continued under my administra­ 
tion, as has been the withdrawal of 
coal lands for classification and valua­ 
tion and the temporary withholding of 
power sites. 
Since March 4, 19 09 , 
temporary withdrawals of powrer sites 
have been made on 102 streams, and 
these withdrawals therefore cover 229 
per cent more streams than were cov­ 
ered by the withdrawals made prior 
to that date. 
The present statutes, 
except so far as they dispose of the 
precious metals and the purely agri­ 
cultural lands, are not adapted to carry 
out the modern view of the best dis­ 
position of public lands to private own­ 
ership under conditions offering on the

IT WAS NOT A CASE 


OF MURDER AT ALL 


Coroner Finds That Holman 


Killed Hlmselt. 


Terre 
Haute, 
Ind., 
Jan. 
IS.—Dr. 
Davis, chemist at Indiana university, 
reported to Coroner Leavitt that the 
stomach of W. H. Neiderhelman, alias 
William Helman, sent to him for ex­ 
amination, contained 53.1 grains of 
potassium cyanide, and death must 
have resulted within ten minutes after 
be swallowed the drug. This disposes 
of the murder theory, and absolutely 
proves that the Terre Haute jeweler 
committed suicide. 
The coroner went immediately to the 
prosecutor and asked that the charge 
against Miss Effie Salisberry, aged 
twenty, and Henry Corcoran of Nash­ 
ville, her companion, held in New Or­ 
leans on suspicion of poisoning Hel- 
man, be dismissed. 
The only theory of the case now ten­ 
able is that Helman committed suicide 
because of jealousy, and possibly on 
account of business troubles, and with 
amazing vindictiveness he planned to 
throw suspicion of murdering him on 
the girl whose treatm ent of him was 
driving him to his death.

Marlon, Ind., Jan. 14.—In the superi­ 
or court of G rant county J. A. Hind­ 
man, an attorney of H artford City , has 
filed the answ er of Rae M. K rauss 
to the divorce suit of h er husband, de­ 
ny ing she is guilty of the m urder of 
Cry stal K rauss, her stepdaughter, and 
charging h er husband with the crime. 
She also petitions for an allowance of 
$ 1,000 in order to bring from other 
states w itnesses and m ake a defense. 
She say s th at with an allowance of 
$ 1,000 she will be able to prove her 
claims and show th at though she had 
a knowledge of the crime, h e r husband, 
the father of Cry stal K rauss, was the 
real m urderer of his daughter. 
This is the latest step in one of the 
m ost sensational crimes in this part of 
Indiana. The application for an allow­ 
ance and the answ er w ere signed by 
Mrs. K rauss In the Indiana prison for 
women at Indianapolis. 
In her answ er 
Mrs. K rauss first 
m akes a general denial of the allega­ 
tions of the complaint for divorce filed 
by her husband. 
Continuing the an­ 
sw er say s the defendant and the plain­ 
tiff were m arried on June 5, 1904, and 
that on Oct. 27 of the sam e y ear she 
gave to the public a paper purporting 
to be a confession that she was guilty 
of the crim e of having m urdered Cry s­ 
tal K rauss by adm inistering stry ch­ 
nine to her, and she say s th a t on the 
strength of this confession she was 
convicted and sentenced to life im­ 
prisonm ent at Indianapolis, w’here she 
ever since has been. 
The answ er also asserts th a t the de­ 
fendant in the 
commission of said 
crime was an accessory only , and that 
the plaintiff is the principal; th at she 
was charged with the commission of 
th e crime and was arrested on the 
charge and confined in jail, “the plain­ 
tiff freq uently visited her, and by pro­ 
fessing love and affection for the de­ 
fendant and by promising constant de­ 
votion and fidelity to her, and by en­ 
treaties, false promises and represen­ 
tations, and by persistent im portuni­ 
ties and implorations, he persuaded 
h er against her will to m ake the al­ 
leged confession and to enter a plea of 
guilty to the charge." 
The answ er further say s th at “in or­ 
der to induce her so to do, am ong 
m any other representations m ade by 
him, he told her that in case she stood 
trial all the facts in relation to the 
commission of the crime would be dis­ 
closed, and in conseq uence of which 
both he and she would suffer the ex ­ 
trem e penalty of the law; whereas, he 
told her that if she would e nte r a plea 
of guilty a trial would be avoided, that 
she would receive no more than a life 
sentence, and that he thereby would 
be in a position to use his influence, 
money and m eans in procuring a par­ 
don for her. 
further represented to her that 
he had the friendship of the sheriff, 
prosecuting attorney and the judge, 
and that they had promised and as­ 
sured him th a tdf she would plead guil­ 
ty they would aid him in procuring a 
pardon for her, which she would re­ 
ceive within two or three y ears. 
He 
also promised and assured her that 
when s’ e would thus be restored to 
liberty and freedom he would sell all 
of his property in Indiana and that 
they would go aw ay together to a place 
w here they were not known and there 
live happily together as husband and 
wife.” 
This is the reason, she say s, she 
shielded her husband from conviction 
and took the punishm ent herself. And 
because he did not keep his promise, 
she say s, she dem ands judgm ent for 
costs.

Should Classify Lands. 


One of the most pressing needs in 
the m atter of public land reforms is 
that lands should be classified accord­ 
ing to their principal value or use. 
This ought to be done by that depart­ 
ment whose force is best adapted to 
that work. 
It should be done by the 
interior department through the geo­ 
logical survey. Much of the confusion, 
fraud and contention which has ex­ 
isted in the past has arisen from the 
Jack of an official and determinative 
classification of the public lands and 
their contents. 
It is now proposed to dispose of agri­ 
cultural lands as such and at the same 
time to reserve for other disposition 
the treasure of coal. oil. asphaltura, 
natural gas and phosphate contained 
therein. This may be best accomplish­ 
ed by separating the right to mine 
from the title to the surface, giving 
the necessary use of much of the latter 
as mr.y be required for the extraction 
of the deposits. The surface might be 
disposed of as agricultural land under 
the general agricultural statutes, while 
the coal or other mineral could be dis­ 
posed of by lease on a royalty basis, 
with provisions requiring a certain 
amount, of development each year, and 
in order to prevent the use and cession 
of such iartds with others of similar 
character so as to constitute a monop­ 
oly forbidden by law, the lease should 
contain suitable provision subjecting 
to forfeiture the interest of persons 
participating in such monopoly.

There is no doubt at all that if these 
bonds were to be allowed to run ten

the bonds within the time specified. 1 
hope that, while the statute shall pro­ 
vide that these bonds are to be p^ff 
out of the reclamation fund, it will oe 
drawn in such a way as to secure in­ 
terest at the lowest rate and that the 
credit of the United States will be 
pledged for their redemption. 
I urge consideration of the recom­ 
mendations of the secretary of the in­ 
terior in his annual report for amend­ 
ments of the reclamation act, propos­ 
ing other relief for settlers on these 
project«. Respecting the comparative­ 
ly small timbered area of the public 
domain not included in national for­ 
ests because of their isolation or their 
special value for agricultural or min­ 
eral purposes, it is apparent from the 
evils resulting by virtue of the imper­ 
fections of existing laws for the dis­ 
position of timber lands, that the act 
of June 3, 1878, should be repealed and 
a law enacted for the disposition of the 
timber at public sale, the lands after 
the removal of the timber to be sub­ 
ject to appropriation under the agri­ 
cultural or mineral land laws. 


Must Maintain Forests. 


The forest reserves of the United 
States, some 190.000.000 acres in ex­ 
tent. are under the control of the de­ 
partment of agriculture, with authority 
adequate to preserve them and to ex­ 
tend their growth so far as that may 
be practicable. The importance of -he 
maintenance of our forests cannot be 
exaggerated. 
The possibility of a sci­ 
entific treatment of fores’s so that 
they shall be made to yield a large re­ 
turn in timber without really reducing 
the supply has been demonstrated in 
other countries, and we should work 
toward the standard set by them as tar 
as their methods are applicable to our 
conditions. 
It has been proposed, and a bill for 
the purpose passed the lower house in 
the last congress, that the national 
government 
appropriate 
a 
certain 
amount each year out of the receipts 
from the forestry business of the gov­ 
ernment to institute reforestation at 
the 
sources 
of 
certain 
navigable 
streams to be selected by the geologi­ 
cal survey, with a view to determining 
the practicability of thus improving 
and protecting the streams for federal 
purposes. 
1 think moderate expendi­ 
ture for each year for this purpose for 
a period of five or ten years would be 
of the utmost benefit in the develop­ 
ment of our forestry system.

W ater Power Important. 


The development in electrical appli­ 
ances for the conversion of the water 
power into electricity to be transm it­ 
ted long distances has progressed so 
far that it is no longer problematical, 
but it is a certain inference that in the 
future the power of the water falling 
in the streams to p ¡arge extent will 
take the place of natural fuels. In the 
disposition 
of 
the 
domain 
already 
granted many water power sites have 
come under absolute ownership and 
may drift into one ownership, so that 
all the water jiower under private 
ownership shall be a monopoly. 
If, 
however, the water power sites now 
owned by the government—and there 
are enough of them—shall be disposed 
of to private persons for the invest­ 
ment of their capital in such a way as 
to prevent their union for purposes of 
monopoly with other water powrer sites j 
and under conditions that shall limit | 
the right of use to not exceeding fifty 
years with proper means for determin­ 
ing a reasonable graduated rental and 
with some-equitable provision for fix-1 
ing terms of renewal, it would seem 
entirely possible to prevent the ab­ 
sorption of these most useful lands by 
a power monopoly. 
As long as the 
government retains c; ntrol and can 
prevent their improper union with 
other plants competition must he main­ 
tained and prices kept reasonable. 


Government Should Help Settlers. 


One of the difficulties which have 
arisen is that too many projects in 
view of the available funds have been 
set on foot. The funds available under 
the reclamation statute are inadequate 
to complete these projects witmn a 
reasonable time, and yet the projects 
have been begun. 
S 'ttlers hftve been 
invited to take up and in 
many in­ 
stances have taken up the public land 
within the projeUL relying upon their 
prompt completion. 
The failure to 
complete the projects for their benefit 
is, in effect, a bunch of faith and 
leaves them in a most distressed con­ 
dition. 
I urge that the nation ought 
to afford thy means to lift, them out of 
the very desperate condition in which 
they now are. This condition docs not 
Indicate any excessive waste or any 
corruntion on the part of the reclama­ 
tion service* 


the people of the entire west, and es­ 
pecially those of the Mississippi val­ 
ley, have been aroused to the need 
there is for the improvement of our 
inland 
waterways. 
The Mississippi 
river, with the Missouri on the one 
hand and the Ohio on the other, would 
seem to offer a great natural means of 
interstate 
transportation and traffic. 
How far, if properly improved, they 
would relieve the railroads or supple­ 
ment them in respect to the bulkier 
and cheaper commodities is a matter 
of conjecture. No enterprise ought to 
be undertaken the cost of which is not 
definitely ascertained and the benefit 
and advantage of which are not known 
and assured by competent engineers 
and other authority. 
\ \ hen, however, 
a project of a definite character for 
the improvement of a waterway has 
been developed so that plans have 
been drawn, the cost definitely estimat­ 
ed and the traffic which will be accom­ 
modated 
is 
reasonably 
probable, 
I 
think it is the duty of congress to un­ 
dertake the project and make provi­ 
sion therefore in the proper appropri­ 
ation bill. 
One of the projects which answer 
the description I have given is that 
of introducing dams into the Ohio riv­ 
er from Pittsburg to Cairo, so as to 
maintain at all seasons of the year by 
slack water a depth of nine feet. 
Up­ 
ward of seven of these dams have al­ 
ready been constructed and six are 
under construction, while the total re­ 
quired is fifty-four. 
The remaining 
cost is known to be $63,000,000. 
It 
seem3 to me that in the development 
of our inland waterways it would be 
wise to begin with this particular pro­ 
ject and carry it through as rapidly as 
may be. 
I assume from reliable in­ 
formation that It can be constructed 
economically in ten years. 
I recom­ 
mend, therefore, that the present con­ 
gress, in the river and harbor bill, 
make provision for continuing con­ 
tracts to complete this improvement, 
and I shall recommend In the future, if 
it be .necessary, that bonds be issued 
to carry it through. 
W hat has been said of the Ohio river 
is true in a less complete way of the 
improvement of the upper Mississippi 
from St. Paul to St. Louis to a con­ 
stant depth of six feet and of the Mis­ 
souri from Kansas City to St. Louis 
to a constant depth of six feet, and 
from St. Louis to Cairo of a depth of 
eight feet. 
These projects have been 
pronounced 
practical 
by competent 
boards Qf auny engineers, their coat 


nas been estimated, and there is bus­ 
iness which will follow the improve­ 
ment. 


Traffic Is Increasing. 


As these improvements are being 
made and the traffic encouraged by 
them shows itself of sufficient import­ 
ance, the improvement of the Missis­ 
sippi beyond Cairo down to the gulf, 
which is now going on with the main­ 
tenance of a depth of nine feet every­ 
where, may be changed to another and 
greater depth if the necessity for it 
shall appar to arise out of the traffic 
which can be delivered on the river at 
Cairo. 
I am informed that the investigation 
by the waterways commission in Eu 
rope shows that the existence of a 
waterway by no means assures traffic 
unless there is traffic adapted to water 
carriage at cheap rates at one end or 
the other of the stream. 
It also ap­ 
pears in Europe that the depth of the 
non-tidal streams is rarely more than 
six feet and never more than ten. But 
it is certain that enormous quantities 
of merchandise are transported over 
the rivers and canals in Germany and 
France and England, and it is also cer­ 
tain that the existence of such meth­ 
ods of traffic materially affects the 
rates which the railroads charge, and 
it is the best regulator of those rates 
that we have, not even excepting the 
governmental regulation through the 
interstate commerce commission. For 
this reason I hope that this congress 
will take such steps that it may I - 
called the inaugurator of the new sys­ 
tem of inland waterways. 
For reasons which it is not neces­ 
sary here to state, congress has seen 
fit to order an Investigation into the 
interior department and the forest ser­ 
vice of the agricultural department. 
The results of that investigation are 
not needed to determine the value of 
and the necessity for the new legisla­ 
tion which I have recommended in re­ 
spect to the public lands and in re­ 
spect to reclamation. I earnestly urge 
that the measures recommended be 
taken up and disposed of promptly 
without 
awaiting 
the 
investigation 
which has been determined %pon.
